S.R.O. 9{E).- The following draft rules, which the Central Government proposes to make, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 346 read with section 23 of the Cantonments Act, 2006 (41 of2006) and in supersession of the 
rules notified on 26th March, 1926 to regulate the payment of travelling allowance to members of Cantonment Board, except 
as respects things done or omitted to be done before such supersession, is hereby published as required by the said 
section for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby; and notice given that the said draft rules will be taken 
into consideration by the Central Government on or after the expiry of period of sixty days from the date on which the copies 
of the Gazette of India in which this notification is published, are made available to the public; 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft rules, before 
the expirty of the aforesaid period will be considered by the Central Government; 

Objections or suggestions, if any, may be addressed to the Director (Land & Cantonment), Ministry of Defence, 
Sena Bhawan, New Delhi-110011. 


DRAFT RULES 


1. Short title.—These rules may be called the Cantonments (Payment of Allowances to Vice-President and 
Elected Members) Rules, 2010. 

2. Definition.—(1) In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires :— 

(a) '‘Acf’ means the Cantonments Act, 2006 (41 of2006); 

(b) “Board” means Cantonment Board constituted under the Act; 

(c) “member” means the member elected to the Board; 

(d) “Vice-President” means the Vice-President of the Board. 

(2) The words and expressions used in these rules and not defined but defined in the Act shall have the same 
meaning as assigned to them in the Act. 

3. Honorarium, conveyance allowance and telephone allowance payable to the Vice-President and members— 

(1) The Vice-President and the members shall be entitled to receive the following allowances at the rate specified 
in the Table below, namely,—

(2) The General Officer Commanding-in-Chief may, after consulting the Board, sanction the payment of hono¬ 
rarium, conveyance allowance and telephone allowance to the Vice-President and the members from the cantonment fund. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rules (1) and (2), no conveyance allowance shall be payable to 
the Vice-President and a member unless he attends the meeting of the Board or the committee at least once in a month to 
which the payment relates. 

(4) Wherever a vehicle is provided by the Board to the Vice-President, the cost of fuel of such vehicle shall be 
deducted from the conveyance allowance to be paid to the Vice President for that month : 

Provided that the total cost of the fuel shall not exceed the conveyance allowance to be paid to the Vice-President 
for that month. 

4. Travelling allowances to a member.—(1) The travelling allowance may be paid to a member on account of 
journey undertaken outside the cantonment, in pursuance of his duties as such member, or as a member of a committee of 
the Board; 

Provided that— 

(a) the undertaking of the journey has been sanctioned by a resolution of the Board; 

(b) in the case of a journey within the command, the resolution has been confirmed by the General Officer 
Commanding-in-Chief, the Command; 

(c) in the case of a journey outside the command, the resolution has been confirmed by the Director 
General, Defence Estates; or 

(d) in the case of a journey outside India, the resolution of the Board has been confirmed by the Central 
Government. 

(2) The travelling allowance of a member shall not exceed the actual expenditure incurred by him on the journey 
or the amount of the travelling allowance which shall be admissible in respect of the same journey to the Chief Executive 
Officer of the Cantonment under any rules for the time being in force, whichever is less.
